ABSTRACT 


A separator for a fuel cell made of graphite may be excellent in mechanical strength and 
gas impermeability as well as electrical properties. A separator for a fuel cell is produced from a 
molded body that is produced by filling a graphite powder whose surface is coated with resin in a 
molding die and by pressure-molding the powder. Such a molded body provides excellent 
mechanical strength, gas permeability, and electrical properties even if the content of resin is 
decreased to as low as 10 to 24 wt.%. 
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
